A BREAK FOR LIBERTY

Seven Men Escape From the
Astoria Jail.

THEY OVERPOWER THE JAILER

No Trace of the Fugitivea Has Been
Found--Great Excitement
Frevalls.

Agrtonra, Bept. 4.—Tonighl seven pris-
oners. awaiting the action of the grand
jury escaped from the connty jail, after
first overpowaring their keeper and
severely maltreating him. The affair
occurred a few minutes before 8 o'clock,
and before very long half the people
upon the streets of the city crowded
aronnd the jsil entrance, anxious to ob-
tain all particniare, Sheriff Hare and a
strong force of deputies, assisted by the
police, immediately began vigorous hant
over the hille ut the back of the ecity,
anfl through every locality where it was
probable the fugitives might be found,
but none has yét been caught.

Reame, one of the prisoners, awaiting
trial for robbing s scow near Portland of
& gun and other articles, had been saf-
fering from illness for some days, and a
little before g o’clock this evening Jailer
Drenon took him a lotion from & drog
store to apply to his neck.

Reams was in the night-hand back
corridor at the time with seven other
men. In the corridor on the other side
ware five men, Drenpon unfastened the
gate, with the intention of going to
Reams' cell, when Claussen, another
prisoner, and Reams made a rush at
him. Claussen threw his arms arvond
Drennon’e peck and dragged him to the
ground, hali throttling him in the de-
gire to keep him from giving the alarm.
Then, with the asgistunce of Reams, he
picked bim up by the legs, carried bLim
into a cell and laid him on the bunk,
Thnere they tied his hands and feet to-
gether, lashing them securely with halt
a dozen knots. They found a towel and
were proceeding to gag him, but he
pleaded so hard that they desisted.

Reams ordered BSchrader, another
prisoner, to take a clob and stand at the
door of the corridor, telling him to brain
anybody who tried to come in. Schrader
went to the wood pile, and, arming him-
self with a big stick of maple, stood
ready for business. Anderson. Clanssen,
Reams, Love and Schruder then left the
corridor, locking the door as they went
out. They immediately went over to
the left-hand corridor, and, unloeking
it, velled, ““Come on!"” Only two re-
sgponded to the invitation.

The seven men then went out into
Drennon's bed room, took a revolver
and a box of cartridges from a drawer,
and the gun Reams is accused of steal-
ing, which wae standing in the ecorner
of the ro®dm. They then softly crept in-
to the yard, and trom there to tne street,
Darknesa favored them, and they es-
caped without being perceived. They
drapped the jailer's kevs on a beneh at
the front door of the prison.

As soon as they had gone, Murphy,
who is awaiting trial for a thief of jew-
elry in tois eity, and who all through
the scoflle showed a dispositiop to assist
Drennon, ran to release him, In eeveral
minates he had severed the ropes which
bound his hande and lege. Then, led
by Drennon, all the prisoners yelled
“fire" and “‘muorder’ in hopes of being
heard from the streets and being re-
leased from thecorridore, They kept up
the noise for nearly 16 minutee, when
a lady passing the jail heard the commo-
tion and informed some of the county
officials who were at work in the court-
honse, They at once ran over to the
jail and had Drennon out of his em-
barrassing eituation {:1 a2 few minntes

The sheriff was immediately informed
of the occarrence and organized a search

party.
DESTROYED BY FLAMES.

Disastrous Fire Along the Waterfront
of Boston.

Bosrox, Sept, 4.—A disartrous fire
broke out shortly after 5 o’clock this
morning on the pier 1n East Boston
owned by the Boston and Albany rail-
road, which soon spread to the adjoining
piers and storehounses. Piers 1,4 and b
were burned and storehouses 4 and 5
were wholly destroyed, as were several
dwellings near by. Almost the entire
fire department of Boston was called to
the ecene, as well a8 the department
from Winthrop and two fire boats.
About @ o’clock store 8 canght fire and
burned rapidly. Fifteen freight cars
and u large amount of freight were de-
stroved.

A carefol estimate indicates that the
loss will reach $300,000, possibly - more.

In the sheds destroyed were 6000 bales

of sisal grase, 20 carlouds of hay, nearly
50 carloads of floor in packs, 16 carloads
of merchandise, and 7700 bales of hemp
and wool, all valued at $170,000. The
whaives and boildings destoryed were
valued at $130.000. -
